are looking into the possibility that Tneia Nixon Cox, the 
President’s elder daughter, profited from the sale of 
Florida land bought by her father and failed to report the 
gain on her income tax return, Newsweek magazine 
reports this week 
The White House called the story 
“false and 
irresponsible’’ and part of a “ witch hunt atmosphere" in 
the national news media 
According to Newsweek, 
investigators are also 
probing three “previously undisclosed trusts" set up by 
the President and controlled by former White House 
aides H. R Haldeman and John Khrlichman 
The White House confirmed existence of the trusts 


naming Haldeman and Khrlichman but said they were 
set up as an plan for property at the time of the 
President's death and contained only token assets 
The Newsweek magazine story publishing charges 
about the President's finances and which is now- 
becoming a national news story is false and extremely 
irresponsible in its implications and in the way it was 
developed,” the White House statement said 
“Newsweek’s 
collection 
of 
rumors 
including 
suggestions of property manipulation by the President to 
reduce capital gains taxation illustrates the difficulty of 
dealing with this kind of story and the great and 
irreparable damage it causes." 
“ Newsweek s decision to publish this story, developed 


from anonymous sources, instead of taking the time to 
establish its accuracy and to do so in the face of flat 
denials from the White House is symptomatic of the 
witch hunt atmosphere in which false information and 
harmful impressions about the President are being 
generated and broadly disseminated to the American 
people by major news media " 
The magazine said Nixon bought two lots of land near 
his Key Biscayne home for $37,600 in 1967 and sold them 
five vears later for $150,000, leaving him a profit of 
$112,400 
Newsweek called Mrs Cox "an unrecorded partner in 
the deal," saying her name was not on the purchase or 
sale documents but that “associates of the President" 
said the purchase price included $20,000 of her money 


According to Newsweek, investigators told it “they 
have information that the President claimed the entire 
capital gain on the deal as income on his own federal 
income tax return 
Since he had established large deductions in 
donations and interest paid, the theory ran. he would pay 
less total tax on Tricia’s share of the profit than she 
would have owed " 
The White House said “ The President did not claim 
the entire capital gain from the sale of the property cited 
on his tax return On the contrary, the President and his 
daughter each reported their share of the profit “ 
Newsweek quoted the White House as saying it was 
not aware of any official investigation relating to the 
President s personal finances "

Mysterious Mission Hills: 


where is it going?

Mysterious Mission Hills, I think of it 
If Dr. Frankenstein kept a big stone castle in the Lompoc - 
Vandenberg Village-Mission Hills area, it would be found 
up on the mesa, at the edge of Mission Hills. At night, a full 
moon would cut a foreboding silhouette of Gothic design 
and moonlight would scarcely fall across tiny rooftops. 
Although the doctor doesn't practice hereabout and the 
closest structure we have to a stone castle in the Lompoc 
Museum, Mission Hills still represents a puzzle of sorts. 
This is what I see: 
A house dressed in faded pink facing a rich brown and 
sparkling white house across the street. A front yard of 
sand contrasts a well manicured and weeded lawn Oil 
stained driveways and spotless driveways. Trimmed 
hedges and trees and ill maintained lawns studded with 
knee-high weeds Three and four handsome homes in a row 
followed by two and three declining houses. 
Then somebody says it was like a country club out in 
Mission Hills, everyone wanted a home then to get away 
from Lompoc That is a little puzzling. 
Back in July 1959, Signature Mission Hills previewed the 
opening of one of the most spectacular developments in the 
United States, proclaimed a Signature developer s press 
release. The most modem building techniques and 
equipment marshalled to speed construct these luxury 
homes priced 
at 
$15,000 
Seventeen 
architecturally 
designed models in a choice of contemporary or traditional 
styles were offered 
Fourteen years later this idyll conceived 1,240-acre, 755- 
umt community may be called anything but idyllic by some 
residents and non-residents. Others will jump all over you 
if you dare call it anything but a swell place, especially in 
print. 
Dennis Smith paid $15,000 for his house when he moved in 
two years ago. He has one original neighbor left on his 
small block. 15 families have come and gone in 24 months. 
In one year six families rented the house next door. It has 
been empty for the past six months. 
"Around us it’s depressing ... houses are vacant and 
going to pieces. We’re not happy with the area," Smith says 
openly. 
But talking to Mrs. Betty Galley you get a different 
sentiment. She likes Mission Hills and its climate. Her 
neighbors (she has them) are nice and helpful. She admits 
she would like more people to fix-up their homes. 
Mrs. Galley remembers when Mission Hills displayed 
fierce pride. She moved there in 1961. The community 
expressed its spirit through the Mission Hills Community 
Council, an effective organization. 
They met in the new community center. Speakers were 
scheduled and debates were held The council campaigned 
to get Los Berros Elementary School built in their 


community. Members and residents gathered for open 
picnics. 
When the original people moved out, the interest (in the 
community council) began to wane," noted Mrs. Gallery, 
the former treasurer. 
In fact, waned interest finally caused the community 
council to permanently adjourn in 1971 against this 
background: low council attendance, a high transient 
population, people without roots, neighbors keeping to 
themselves, renters not caring for the house they live in, 
cheap rentals, repossessed homes, vandalism, residents not 
admitting they live in Mission Hills. 
But talk to some residents now and they tell about a 
changing trend. Mrs. Virginia Sands owns four Mission 
Hills homes. In the past two years, she said, there has been 
a noticeable improvement in people cutting lawns and 
painting garage doors. 
Recently, the community council reorganized and the 
new president. Ronald Kennedy, said they picked up 27 new 
members at the last meeting. That makes 72 
The objective of the new Mission Hills Community 
Council includes a banning together of the people to become 
as an effective voice in Santa Barbara County government 
as was the 1961 era council. 
They don't have a new community center to meet in, just 
the same old, small temporary looking green and white one 
that sits back on Burton Mesa Blvd., down a small grade. A 
twisted and paint-chipped sign prefaces the entrance. 
So what is Mission Hills and where is it going? A 
collection of cheap houses thrown together at a time 
Lompoc desperately needed housing or is it, as Signature 
professed, ‘one of the most spectacular developments in 
the United States?" 


It is out of the fog and a mail box painted red, white and 
blue. Campers in the driveway and Halloween decals stuck 
on a front door. A basketball ring attached above the 
garage door. It is a small boy digging a hole in the fron 
yard, a small shopping center where some parents won’t 
allow their children to hang around. 


Mission Hills is also 30 empty houses for rent or sale 
continuously. Girl Scouts meeting in the community center. 
It’s an elementary school teacher, a woman on welfare, a 
man saying he owes "no one nothing,” a gunsmith working 
out of his home, a woman painting pictures, a man working 
at Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
Where is Mission Hills going9 That’s the mystery.

county firemen,

Ave. Rescuers said Kroll 
was 
having 
difficulty 
breathing when they pulled

After 
Kroll had been pulled out

Tepees have sprung up in 
several 
locations in the 
county and a beleaguered 
County 
Planning 
Department 
investigative 
staff is beginning to take 
notice. 
The conical tent which 
has been in use by the 
American 
Indian 
for 
centuries has sprung up in 
the foothills above Santa 
Barbara and on the flats of 
Isla Vista. 
County Planning Director 
Britt Johnson thought over 
the matter a moment and 
then said: 
"We don’t think a tepee is 
a permanent dwelling." 


He added, 
though, 
he 
"realizes that Indians lived 
in them for hundreds of 
years and still do so. " 
Permanent dwellings, he 
seemed to indicate, should 


have 
bathtubs, 
running 
potable 
water, 
sanitary 
arrangements and so forth. 
The fact that tepees, even 
manufactured ones coming 
out with firm flooring, still 
have a vent for smoke to go 
out the top doesn’t endear 
them 
to 
zoning 
investigators. 


No crackdown is planned 
as yet on tepees either in 
Isla Vista or those said to 
exist on the San Marcos Rd 
property of elderly Ernest 
Haeckel, 
former 
Santa 
Barbara City College yogi 
instructor, who has gone to 
jail previously for zoning 
violations. 
But action is likely before 
long.

The Mayor also urged children to 
observe the National Safety Council's basic 
rules of pedestrian safety on Halloween: 
i l l cross only at corners, never between

The level of women and minorities now working for 
NASA is 5.9 per cent She said 87 9 per cent of the women 
employes are employed in the lowest half of the federal 
classification system, grades 1 through 9 
Mrs. 
Harris, 
who 
was 
NASA 
deputy 
assistant 
administrator for equal opportunity, said she and two 
colleagues, both men. submitted the report to ad­ 
ministrator James C. Fletcher Sept. 21 and three weeks 
later was given the choice of resigning or being fired She 
said she chose to be fired, and left the payroll Friday. 
The two men. contract compliance director Joseph 
Hogan and compliance specialist Sam Lynn, were not fired 
or demoted, she said, although Lynn was transfered to 
another NASA office 
Mrs. Harris said they felt “for many years the program 
of getting a man on the moon took precedence and top 
priority over anything else 
“But in looking at NASA plans for the future," she wrote, 
“we find that an entire generation of people will have been 
cheated from witnessing such experience as seeking a 
woman or a minority in space. 
“For millions of children around the world, the majority 
of whom are female and darker races the adverse effects 
of exclusion and the colonization of the moon with all white 
males could have shattering effects on generations yet 
unborn.”

Solar farms sought 


RENO, Nev. (UPI) — Sites for energy-producing “solar 
farm s" are being sought in the Nevada desert. 
Such sites for drawing power from the sun will be “a 
major source of clean electricity by the turn of the 
century,” says D r John Ward, president of the Desert 
Research Institute (D R I). 
“Even with the present level of technology in this young 
field,” said Ward, "scientists believe the widespread usage 
of this power source would make up and surpass the margin 
between available energy and the demand. ” 
The University of Nevada Regents during the weekend 
approved a $150,000 budget for the institute to design and 
build a solar-powered heating and cooling system for its 
new laboratory of desert biology in Southern Nevada. 
Ward said heating and cooling buildings in the United 
States consumed about half of the nation’s total energy 
requirements each year and he estimated that half of this 
need could be fulfilled by solar power. 
“We visualize this building as the foot in the door effort 
necessary for this state to take advantage of its potential as 
the center of a solar energy industry,” Ward said of the 
D R I project. 


Agrees with vitamin ban 


W ASHINGTON (U PI ) — A spokesman for an association 
of senior citizens has told Congress the federal government 


is right in its plan to restrict sale of heavy doses of 
vitamins. He says “private interests" are working to 
defeat the plan. 
Cyril F Brickfield, counsel for the American Association 
of Retired Persons and the National Retired Teachers As­ 
sociation, defended the government's plan in testimony 
prepared for the opening of a two-day House commerce 
subcommittee hearing into the question. The panel has 
before it at least four bills designed to block the 
regulations. 
"While our support has prompted a vicious attack by 
private interests representing makers and sellers of 
nutritional food products, we continue to believe the 
regulations are sane, sensible and serving in the public 
interest,” Brickfield said.

Policeman, soldier 
killed in N. Ireland 


B E L F A ST (U PI) - Gunmen Sunday killed an off-duty 
Northern Ireland policeman visiting a girlfriend in the Irish 
Republic and snipers shot to death a British soldier outside 
a police station in the border town of Crossmaglen. 
Police said gunmen ambushed Detective Constable John 
Doherty, 31, and pumped six bullets into his back as he sat 
in his car talking with his girlfriend at Lifford, two miles 
inside the Irish Republic. 
"It would appear Constable Doherty's car was recognized 
and an ambush set up,” said a police spokesman He said 
Doherty was a Roman Catholic but gave no other details 
about the killing. 
Doherty’s death, only hours after a sniper shot and killed 
the British soldier in Crossmaglen, raised to 895 the number 
of persons killed in four years of violence among Northern 
Ireland Catholics, Protestants and security forces 
Army troops began an immediate hunt for the killers of 
Pvt. Stephen Robert Hall. 27, who died in an exchange of 
gunfire between army troops and a band of snipers in 
Crossmaglen. The community, 48 miles southwest of 
Belfast, is a stronghold of the militant Provisional wing of

Free beaches 


A hue and cry is presently being raised 
over nude bathing at Santa Barbara 
County beaches, and the supervisors, on 
December 16, will dwide what to do about 
it. Basically they are being asked to decide 
two issues, only one of which really 
concerns them. 
First, at the crux of the present uproar 
are allegations that felonious activities 
have been conducted at free beaches in the 
south county area. Felonies are properly 
dealt with by either the police or sheriff ’s 
department, not by 
the supervisors. 
Second, as a result of these activities some 
of the more shnll opponents of nudism are 
calling for a total ban on "free beaches' 
throughout the county. That approach, it 
seems to us, would be like throwing the 
baby out with the bath water, and has no 
basis whatsoever in logic. Unfortunately, 
this attitude also threatens to obscure the 
real issue before the supervisors, which is 
to determine which beaches in the county 
can be used for nude bathing on the basis 
of their location alone, and not on the 
stated personal bias of an individual 
supervisor or citizen. 
The guidelines for such a determination 
lie in a 1972 State Supreme Court decision 
In 
that 
decision, 
the 
judges 
ruled 
definitively that nudists were not to be 
prosecuted as long as they were pursuing 
their chosen activity at a secluded and 
isolated 
beach, 
and 
not 
conducting 
themselves 
in a 
lewd or suggestive 
manner. As stated earlier, lewd conduct 


properly falls within the jurisdiction of law 
enforcement bodies, of which there are 
several in this county. However, what 
coastitutes an isolated or secluded beach 
is another matter, and most certainly 
should be delineated by the supervisors. 
Any decision reached by the supervisors 
December 16 will have to do with a plan 
presently being lormulated by a board 
committee composed of Supervisor Frank 
Frost, 
a 
member 
of 
the 
sheriff's 
department 
and 
county 
counsel. 
Hopefully, this plan will stick to the 
central issue before the board, ... what is a 
secluded beach, and what isn't. 
To reach a decision with that question as 
its foundation shouldn t be too difficult a 
task, if that decision is based on objective 
thinking, and not on personal feelings. 
Supervisor Curtis Tunnell of Santa Maria 
has already stated his objection to all 
“ free 
beaches" 
in 
this county. 
His 
argument is based on the assumption that 
the “ beaches were bought and paid for by 
a lot of squares" who, presumably, don t 
want a bunch of nudists using them, even if 
otherwise unused. Surely, taking off one s 
clothes at a secluded beach doesn t 
preclude having to pay taxes, some of 
which purchase beaches, and, mustn't 
some nudists be “ square?" 
The beaches are owned by all the people, 
nudists and squares alike, a fact which was 
recognized by the State Supreme Court. 
All we can ask is that our supervisors 
designate secluded beaches, and leave the 
rest alone.

Blythe,California: vacant flatness 
but for a distant mountain rim Heat

Ten huge natural gas compressors 
rumble eternally at the Southern 
California 
Gas 
Co 
compressor 
station, periodically jiggling the 
ground underfoot when they fall into 
phase every few minutes, as well as 
a row of manicured employe’s 
cottages It seems to go on forever, 
like a heartbeat. Nothing else is 
heard. 
From here, under 
the desert floor to 
Arizona, a line of 
underground 
pipe 
spans 
into 
the 
rippling distance to 
bring almost two 
billion cubic feet of 
natural gas a day 
through the station 
and on again to boil the coffee, dry 
the 
clothes 
and 
warm 
the 
living rooms of California. 
But the gas reserves deep in the 
American 
distance 
are 
neither 
infinite nor fully developed, one is 
told, and already the supplier of this 
great 
east-west 
conduit 
has 
diminished its flow. 
A 
natural 
gas 
shortage 
is 
developing, they say And one scans 
the vast, sandy basin to the east, 
listens and wonders how long the 
rumbling can last. 
Southern California Gas has two 
classes of customers, ‘‘firm” low 
volume users like homes, schools 
and businesses and ‘ interruptible’’ 
industrial 
volume 
buyers, 
with 
standby 
energy sources they’ve 
recently been increasingly called on 
to use. 
‘‘Firm ” customers get gas first. 
It’s one thing when a plant has to 
switch to oil for a few weeks. But 
when there’s no gas to fry the bacon, 
then, my friend, you’ve got trouble. 
To illustrate the gas supply trend, 
SCG spokesmen say, let it be noted 


that while California alone produced 
all the gas it used in 1947, by 1979 all 
current North American and other 
sources available to SCG will fail to 
supply all of its “ firm” California 
demand 


California has only produced 13 
per cent of the gas it has demanded 
this year. Much of the rest has come 
from 
two 
main 
out-of-state 
suppliers, El Paso Natural Gas Co. 
and 
Transwestern 
Pipeline 
Co. 
Some 
of 
it 
just 
hasn’t 
been 
delivered, a truth many industries 
will be able to verify this winter 
when the gas demand leaps by a 
factor of seven. 
El Paso says that there’s still 
plenty of natural gas in the ground, 
only deeper and-or in different areas 
than prior finds. The company says, 
though, that the artificially low gas 
prices imjx>sed by the Federal 
Power 
Commission 
to 
give 
consumers a break has really tended 
to 
break 
the 
interstate 
gas 
companies by making the required 
deeper 
drilling 
and 
chancy 
exploration unprofitable

By Governor Ronald Reagan 
It has been charged by some that, 
because we have placed the long­ 
term elements of our program in a 
constitutional amendment, we are 
deliberately 
attempting 
to 
circumvent the legislative process, 
and that the program is a direct 
threat 
to 
rep re s e n tative 
government. 
I do not believe that the program 
we have proposed poses a threat to 
either the legislative process or 
representative government. What it 
does do is allow all of us to 
realistically come to grips with a 
difficulty that state government — 
indeed, any level of government — 
has 
experienced 
for 
years: 
controlling the expenditures of tax 
money. Certainly, the revenue limit 
we are proposing represents no 
threat to the legislature’s authority 
or prerogatives in altering the 
state’s tax structure within the 
limit. It is designed to halt a 
continuation of the long-established 
government trend of siphoning off 
an ever- greater share of the 
people’s income. Is that a threat? 
Frankly, I believe our revenue 
limit holds the promise of assisting 
the legislature in its determination 
of spending priorities so that state 
government can, once and for all, 
reverse the trend toward higher and 
higher taxes. 
The 1973-74 state budget is $9.4 
billion 
under 
the 
features 
of 
Proposition One; even with the so- 
called limitations, the state budget 
can be $18 billion in 10 years and $27 
billion in 15 years. Also, there will 
be an additional $41 billion available 
to the legislature during this 15-year 
period of new programs. And more 
importantly, with the passage of 
Proposition One, Californians will 
have $118 billion more to spend and 
invest, 
$118 
billion 
that 
would 
otherwise be spent by government. 
Government must realize that it 
cannot indefintely tax the people at 
constantly increasing levels without 
destroying the people’s ability to 
support 
themselves 
and 
their 
families. In the end, they will wind 
up defenseless, at the mercy of a 
vast 
special 
interest-oriented 
government 
bureaucracy 
they 
unwittingly helped to create. 
We need merely to look at the 
record. Before 1930, government at 
all levels took but 15 cents from the 
average 
dollar 
earned 
in 
this 
country. Only 20 years later, in 1950, 
that 15 cents had doubled to 30 cents. 
Today, government is keeping 44.7 
cents of the people’s dollar earnings 
for itself. 
Formulas have been 
advanced by various people that put 
the cost of government at anywhere 
from 33 to 45 percent of total 
personal income. Regardless of the 
formula used, the simple fact is that 
taxes are just too high. And if 
anyone does not think so, just ask 
the typical taxpayer. 
The only true measure of the tax 
burden is to match what the people 
have in total income against what 
the government spends — against 
what government takes out of 
personal income and the private 
sector. That adds up to about 44.7 
percent, and unless something is 
done to slow down the growth of 
government spending, it will reach 
almost 55 percent in just 15 years. 
The state budget would grow from 
$9 billion this year to about $47 
billion in 1990 
Is we as Americans allow that 


trend to continue, it is only a matter 
of time before we’ll have nothing of 
our earnings to spend for ourselves. 
From a philosophical standpoint, 
the issue is clear. We believe the 
people have a right to decide how 
much of their earnings they can 
afford to pay for government. And 
they have an absolute right to vote 
on whether they want to place a lid 
on state spending.

rest of the nation — the way to 
reverse the trend we now witness.

The governor’s initiative to place 
in the constitution a declining limint 
on state expenditures is a drastic 
measure to reduce state taxes. 
The questions to keep in mind as 
you consider the merits and long- 
range effects of the proposal are: 
1. What expenditures and taxes 
will be subject to declining limit and 
what impact will these reductions 
have on other levels of government? 
2. Who, under this amendment, 
will have control over the level of 
expenditures? 
3. Is it true that our state . 
expenditures take so much out of the 
citizens’ pocket, and is a drastic 
constitutional limit of this kind 
justified? 
In undertaking such an extreme 
measure as this, one must consider 
why it is necessary. There are two 
main arguments offered by the 
proponents as justification for the 
state expenditure limitation. The 
first is that Californians now pay 44 
cents of every dollar in taxes. After 
examinig the assumptions and data 
used by the proponents we conclude 
that a more reasonable figure would 
be 32 percent. 
The second major argument as to 
why this measure is necessary deals 
with the prospective increase in 
taxes, with the argument that in 
only 15 years taxes will be a 
staggering 54 percent of Califor­ 
nians’ personal income. To reach 
conclusion, the proponents have 
estimated that state revenue will 
almost quintuple during the next 17 
years, going from $9.8 billion in 1973- 
74 to $47.1 billion in 1989-90. 


The estimate assumes that tax 
rates will be increased every few 
years in the future, and to support 
this assumption the proponents rely 
upon the average annual increase in 
tax revenues over the last 13 years. 
We feel it is highly speculative to 
assume this pattern will be repeated 
during the next 17 years. 
The 
effective 
control 
over 
expenditures 
is, 
of 
course, 
a 
laudable objective. By and large, 
the record of California’s state 
government is a good one in this 
respect. The budgetary process is 
soundly conceived. The constitution 
now 
gives 
the 
governor 
the 
responsibility 
and 
the duty 
to 
prepare 
a 
comprehensively 
balanced budget. It requires the 
legislature to introduce it and 
consider it in that form. The 
legislature has good facilities for 
review of the budget. Generally the 
budget is added to, but the governor 
with his line-item veto has a 
powerful 
last 
choice 
over 
expenditures. 
State taxes paid by Californians 
rose about 10 percent between 1950 
and 1966 expressed as a percentage 
of personal income. This was in a 
period of rapidly increasing school 
costs, 
college 
enrollments 
and 
social reform. Only since 1966 has 
the tax increase been unusual. That 
results almost exclusively from 
property tax relief measures — a 
program endorsed by the governor, 
the legislature and, I believe, the 
general public. So the track record 
on state taxes is good. There are 
built-in controls and there is a solid 
system of evaluation. On the other 
hand, 
artificial 
limits 
as 
complicated as this one is may 
badly distort economic and social 
judgments and make the state’s 
decisions rely too much on the 
gimmickry of funding, on excluded 
revenues, and on the problem of 
whose politicial jurisdiction will 
carry the cost. It will most certainly 
reduce state expenditures at the 
expense of increased local taxes. 
This does not appeal to me as good 
public economics. It may well add to 
the total administrative cost of 
government 
in 
California, 
with 
functions being carried out by the 
wrong level of government, using 
the wrong kinds of taxes, and in a 
bureaucratic and costly manner.
